WRATH OF THE STORM KING.

A TORNADO CUTS A WIDE SWATH THROUGH
FARNING CONNUNITIES.

Many People Killed In Illinois—Sohool
Houses Wreoked and Thelr Wounded
Inmates Found In the Debris.

MExpora, 1L, June 21.— A tornado swept
over the county about nine miles north of
this place late yestorday and did great
damage. The storm started west of Sub-
lotte and travelled aboul ten iles in a
southeasterly direction, hewing out =
rl.h about balf a mile wide. Hun-

reddn of poople are known to be injured,
and it is reported that ten lives aro lost,
Ten houses wore blown to kindling wood
in the village of Sublette, A school house
woar Philip Sinesingar's, north of this place,
contalning twenty-fivechildron, was blown
to atomm, and the teacher and pupila were
found bruised and bleeding in the debris.
All the doctors fram this town are on thelr
way to the weene of the disaster. Many
farin houses were blown to pleces near

A ocourier sa
the town of Paw Paw was swoept from the
face of the earth. Scores were wounded
by the flying timbers, snd many will die
of their injorios.
About four p. m. o tornado swept across

and It is sald many lives were lost, though
this cannot be confirmed,
The tornado passed west of Cornell, Ills.,
in a path eighty rods wide and about four
miles in length, Evoerything In its path
was sither totally wrecked or badly dam-
uged.
